Visible . “2 


No ‘Standardised Religion 
Possible 


(By The Very Rev. , Ror. W. RI R. Inge, D. D) 


was once asked to reply for the 
questa ut a dinner given by. 
..ithe Worshipful” Company of 
Spectacle Makers. I spoke to tho 
following effect, as far as I can re- 
member. 

Wo ministers of religion are 
spectacl¢' makers, o8 you are. Our 
job is rathor more difficult than 
yours, because you help people to 

“Taee what is visible, while our busi- 
ness is to help people to sco the in- 
visible. “The things which sre 
seen are temporal, but the things 
which ore not .acen are ctornal.” 
But our,duty to our patients,- peni- 
tents, or consultants Is the same. 
Thoy come to us because they can- 
not sco properly. We have to find 

a pair of glasses through 
which they can see properly.’ 

No two people’s oyes' aro exact- 

‘lly ‘alike, and no ono person’s two 
eyes are exactly alike. And no. 
one's’ sight remains: exactly the 
same for more than ao few years. 
It thorefore requires a .great deal 
of - skill to be an ocullst or an 
optician. 

But we have the same trouble in 
our profession. No ‘two people 
want exactly the same rel{gion. 
No ono in spiritual matters secs 
quite straight with both eyes. And 

‘Ino one, in his attitude towards the 
unseen world, remains, exactly 
whero he was ten or, twenty years 
ago. 


Botween Two Worlds 

We all have to live In two 
worlds. We call them by many 
difforent names—the temporal and 
the cternal, the natural and. the 
spiritual, the visible and the in- 
visible, the world of facts and the 
world of values, or sometimes, bor- 
rowing our imagery from thmo and 
space, we. talk of the present and 
the future, or of earth and heaven. 
We have to cross from one of these 
worlds to the other constantly, for 
we-have a footing in both, and we 
need bridges to take-us across .tho 
chasm = which seems: ‘to - separate 
them, 

Most of what we uofally” mean 
.| by---- religion—crecds ,,.. and..-. ritual 

and .sacraments and” ‘codes of 
dutles—are ‘bridwes’:of ‘this kind. 
lf they will bear. our welght and 
take us across, that’ is. what we 
want from them. .A ¥true” bridge 
Is. one that serves the purpose of a 
bridge. 

There are of course many people 
On one 
side there are the worldlings, who 
“mind carthly things,” and on the 


other side thero. is a. smail num- 
ber of contemplative mystics, who 
are detached, from all worldly in- 
terest. Both aro apt'to bo indif- 
forent to institutional religion bo- 
cause they live almost entircly on 
one’ or the other side of the gulf. 
They do not need a bridge to take 
them across. But the mass of 
men and women, if they think 
about, spiritual things at all, do 
need bridges. 
Spiritual Short Sight 

The bridge is a good ‘illustra- 
tion of what religion docs for us. 
My comparison of ministors of re- 
Ugion . to spectacle. makers’ may, 
also be helpful. Thore are somo 
people who seem able to realise the 
spiritual world without difficulty. 
They are natural mystica; they 
have tho gift -of spirituality. It 
is no precious gift, lke a fine ear 
for music or ao fine tasto in art and 
‘poetry; but it is not a proof of the 
*highest character. 

It is significant that the men 
whom Christ chose for His apostles 
were not, if we may judge from 
the rather dense-sayings which 
are recorded of them, spiritually 
sifted men. They were bravo, 
Joyal, dovoted men, true-hearted 
men. There was not a_ pricst 
among them. 

We have then no right to think 
poorly of those who are devold of 
the mystical sense. Many people 
are apiritually short-sighted or 
colour-blind. They. try to do their 
duty, but the Inner light burns 
dimly within them. It {a partly 
temperamental, but very ofter the 


jeause fs simply lack of attention. 


If we hardly ever try to think 
about tho Invisible world, of 
course it will scem unreal ‘to us. 
Of there may bo some ugly -fault 
in our characters which comes be- 
tween us and’ the sight of God. 
Changing Vision 


The largo majority, whether they 


are naturally " roligioua.. or not, 
need specthéles,ty which’ I mean 
all that in‘my other‘ figure wera 
called bridges. But tho Churches 
cannot provide standardlacd epect- 
acles... for -... ovorybody.— No -—.two 
people: have exactly.the samo de- 
fect of vision, and as they go 
through life both ‘their characters 
and their minds change. The real 
creed of an old man is not and 
ought not to be quite tho same as 
that of a young man. 

We must test our spectacles for 
ourselves; no one else can dot for 
us. <A very wise soventeenth’ cen- 
tury writer, Whichcote of Cam- 


‘|bridge, said: “I will not make a, 
“jreligion for others, . nor will E lot | 
anyone make a‘ roliglon for mo.” 
Our real religion is what Iifo. hag 
taught us, 
Need Of Spectacles 

If you want to know what you 
really bolleye, ask yourselves two 
questions, Firat, if i had a fairy 
godmother; who promised mo to 
grant mo threo wishes, what would 
those wishes be? Consider this 
quite sorfounly." And second,. what 
are tho things, if any, that I would 
dio rathor than do? 

But as. have said, wo moat of} 

us need spectacles—all that‘ the 
Churches, all that institutional’ re- 
ligion, can provide. 
to see what wo could not aco with- 
out them. Religious doctrines’ arp 
not meant to be taken out of their 
context. They have thelr propor 
place In mediating between the two 
worlds of which I hnvo spoken. 

My special point, in‘making this 
comparison with spectacles, is that 
we cannot have a standardised 
confession of faith for everybody. 
Wo cannot draw up any formulas 
which will be equally sultable to 
the learned’ professor , and to his 
kitchienmald. The Churchea are 
always - making this mistake. 
They want tests, shibboloths, and 
they try to make everybody swallow 
them. . Those who refuse ' aro 
dubbed heretics. 


No Standard Type - 

Erasmus. long age protested 
amusingly against this habit. “It 
is disgraceful to hurl recklessly at 
anyone the. name of heresy, which 
{s so hateful to Christion cars. But 
those people are perfectly ready to 
shout heresy, before they think 
what they are talking about, And]: 
as when one pig grunts, oll the 
rest grunt too, they all join in 
chorus and say, Down with 
heresy.” 

There is plenty of that sort of 
thing in our day. We are all to 
wear the. standard’ spectacles, and 
not to think of providing our own, 

If this obvious truth were more 
generally recognised, that all 
truth is symbolic, except . the 
highest; that while we live hore 
we all “seo through n glass dark- 
ly”; and that each man must be 
allowed to wear the glasses which 
sult him, we should have much 
‘more tolerance and charitablonesa 
in religious matters. - 

The  half-educated mafority 
would not storm at the Christina 
philosopher or man of sclenco, who 
quite properly trics. to harmonise 
his faith with the convictions: to 
which_he-has_Leen_led_by. his life's 
work, And the scholar on his side 
will not think scornfully of tho 
“fundamentalist” or aimple be- 
Hever, who finds that the standard 
spectacles sult him well enough. 

We all need such help as we can 
get, and we need not be ashamed 
of it. For “to sce the Invisiblo” 
(tho phrase comes from tho Epistle 
to the Hebrews) 
matter. —

It Is therefore cssential for the 
opening leader to pause before he 
makes a start, and consider the 
bidding and any information. he 
may have gathered therefrom, be- 
fore he selects elther the suit or 
the particular card in the suit 
which he proposes to lead. 

Spenking’ generally, you have 
only two plans of action, and there- 
fore two kinds of lead from which 
to make a-selection, and these. two

(n) Attacking lends (honours 
and probably winning tricks).

With reference to the above, T 
have a letter from n reader In Hud- 
dersfeld. His query is a8 follow :— 

West is the dealer. He bids 1 
Spade, holding other outside tricks. 
North passes, Enst passes, and 
South bids 2° Hearts. On the 
second .round of the bidding, 
West passes, North passes, East 
bida 2 Spades, and South bids 3 
Hearts, Ail ‘pass. West’s open- 
ing lead is the 10 of Spades, and 
the first trick is os follows—W., 
10, Spades; Nw 6 Spades; E., 4 
Spades; S., Jack of Spades. Thus, 
Sonth wins the first Spade trick 
with the Jack.

Our correspondent states there 
was an argument after: the hand 
was finished, and he asked. what 
should West have Ied in the first 
place; and, secondly, what card 
should East have played to the lead 
actually made by West? 

As the correspondent docs not 
give me any details as to the other 
contents of West's hand, but states 
that ho had outside tricks in addi- 
tion to his Spades, ft would appear 
that West's hand was defensively 
atrong; therefore I cannot see that 
any good purpose is served by 
leading an Intermediate card from 
a 6 sult headed by the Ace, against 
a auit declaration.
